NU Group Feels Permit Recommendations Should Come 
From 'Basic Departments/ Not Teachers College

Sev en o f the g ro up are de­ 
partment chairmen o r fo r­ 
mer department chairmen. 
In essence, the proposed change 
would 
permit 
certification 
for 
teaching of students not matricu­ 
lated in the University ’s Teachers 
College and not having taken all 
professional teaching courses now 
required for certification. To ac­ 
complish this, the group recom­ 
mended that the authority of initi­ 
ating recommendation for teacher 
certification be placed *‘in the sub­ 
ject matter departments that give 
the students the basic knowledge 
which they will have to teach.” 
Certification now is done by the 
State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction upon recommendation of 
the dean of the Teachers College 
o n ly. Sucb recommendation is not 
made unless a student is matricul- 
lated in the Teachers College and 
has taken a number of certain 
professional educational courses.

subject matter qualification. There 
has been little emphasis on subject 
m atter qualification of teachers 
for the basic subjects. 
“ The atmosphere in many of our 
public schools has discouraged the 
taking of basic subjects. The ad­ 
ministrative leadership has direct­ 
ed development along other lines. 
“ Many such administrative of­ 
ficials have no basic subject mat­ 
ter training and are therefore in 
no position to appreciate and direct 
this vital part of the curriculum. 
It is essential that respect for 
-scholarship and intellectual effort 
by faculties and students be re­ 
stored to out total educational pro­ 
gram, particularly at the second­ 
ary school level where it has been 
sadly lacking. 
‘Able Students Won’t Submit’ 
“ The able students in the fields 
of 
sciences, 
mathematics, 
lan­ 
guages and even history and Eng­ 
lish have frequently been unwilling 
to submit to the certification pro­ 
cedures imposed upon the prospec­ 
tive teacher. 
“ Persons prepared to offer basic 
subject matter courses could be 
obtained direct from departments 
that offer such subject m atter if ! 
these departments were permitted 
to recommend students for certi­ 
fication as teac*-ers. 
“ Until the schools take scientists, 
mathematicians and linguists to 
teach basic subject matter, there

NU Chancellor Clifford M. Hard­ 
in and Teachers College Dean F. E 
Henzlik both declined to comment 
on the professors’ statement until 
they have had a chance to study 
it. Neither had y et received a copy 
of it. 
Hardin, in speaking before the 
Board of Regents Saturday , had 
reported that college officials were 
concerned that the educational pro­ 
gram might get out of hand if a 
crash scientific program 
w e r e 
rushed through at the present time. 
Reporting on the annual meeting 
of the American Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and State 
Universities, Hardin said students 
should have freedom of choice be­ 
cause in additior to engineers and 
scientists, the nation needs diplo­ 
mats and persons in other careers.

France's Pineau Head s For US. To 'Lim it Damag e' Over Arms 


PARIS (Monday ) MP) — Foreign f 
M inister Christian Pineau toe* ofii 
for the United States for crisis 
talks with Secretary of Slate Dulles 
over American • and British ship­ 
ment of arm s to Tunisia. 
*T want to limit the dam age” 
Pineau told reporters at the air­ 
port. 
Informed sources said he will 
dem and an er^l to the arm s ship- 
ments and full U.S. backing for 
F ran ce’s position in embattled Al­ 
geria as the price of continued 
whole-hearted French support for 
NATO. 
Diplomatic sources considered it [ 
doubtful 
that he would achieve 
either aim. 
Full Support Doubtful 
Informants said that while it 
was possible the 
United States 
would support France in the forth­ 
coming U.N. debate on Algeria, 
it was doubtful if the United States 
would give an unconditional guar­ 
antee of support for any action 
France might choose to take in its 
rebellious North African territory . 
It also was considered doubtful 
that the United States would agree 
to give the French a veto over 
U.S. relations with Tunisia whether 
concerning arm s shipments or any ­ 
thing else. 
Pineau said he would ex plain 
to Secretar;^ of State Dulles “ the 
uneasiness of the government and 
show him how lively the reaction 
of public and parliam entary opin­ 
ion has been about the delivery of 
arm s to Tunisia.” 
“ The aim of my trip is to ameli­ 
orate things, to limit the dam age,” 
Peneau said. “ It is necessary to 
think of the ex istence and the 
strengthening of the Atlantic pact 
. . . we intend to insist on finding 
a sy sem which will assure the 
solidarity of NATO in all fields.” 
His statem ent was taken as a 
reference to a demand that the 
United States take no action which 
migh affect her NATO allies with­ 
out consulting them first. 
While Pineau departed for Wash­ 
ington, right-wing politicians a.s- 
sailed the United States in speeches 
all over France. 
One of the most virulent was 
made by Jacques Soustelle, for­ 
mer governor general of Algeria 
in a speech at Lille.

“ If there are still y oung men 
falling on the other side of the

“ we owe it to Dulles. We owe it

Jo ckeying the federal reserve disco unt rate is 
a myatery to mo st laymen. But a Do wn East 
Yankee wo uld give it 
a simple explanatio n. He 
wo uld aay that a lo wer rate permits co mmercial 
banks to hire who lesale mo ney cheaper, A se- 
quitur wo uld be that lo cal banks wo uld hunt up 
mo re bo rro wers. 


Witho ut questio n the psycho lo gical adv*» nto ¿e 
o f a lo wer rediscixint rate is ü abstantial. The 
pro spect o f easier 
credit 
stimulates planning 


and venturing. But it wo uld be unwi.se fo r tight 
mo ney co mmunities to as.sume no w that mo ney 
will be running in the gutters. It wo uld even be 
presumptuo u.s 
to expect a reductio n o f existing 
bank rates. A fluctuating facto r such as a redi.s- 
co unt rate is no t in itself a basis. Mo reo ver, cur­ 
rent rates were a required readjustm ent to 
a n 


inflatio nary 
co nditio n. 
The 
Federal 
Reserve 
made it clear that the eco no my had no t retreatwl 
fro m the latest inflatio nary high po int, but had 
o nly levelled o ff there. That is to say the co n­ 
dì Bo na that establi'iiied current rates still pre­ 
vail. 


Tlie best news m the Federal Reserve's actio n 
was that such an actio n co uld be safely ven­ 
tured. Further rewards, if any, will have to 
await the future. But Uiat alo ne i.s rea.ssuring 
news and we are all glad to hear o f it.

The 
latter made no bo nes abo ut his intentio n to a.sk 
to r co nsiderably heavier appro priatio ns fo r de­ 
fense. His o nly pro mise 
that 
might be co n­ 
strued as budget balancing and tax line ho lding 
was his expressed intentio n to trim heavily the 
go vernm ent’s no n-defense nctivitie.s. 


Dawso n has so me gro und,* fo r his o b.serva- 
tio n. The United Slates do es no t pro po se to ho ld 
the tax line at the expease o f survival. But it 
wo uld be mo re accurate to say that the natio n’s 


taste fo r “ butter" is less o f a fo rce than its 
co iirern fo r what it is that the administratio n m 
go ing to deem expendable. 
It will be very easy fo r a n . administratio n 
to draw the knife o f denial acro .ss « ctivitiea o n 
the ba.si# o f interest than o n an evaluUo n o f their 
true wo rth. It wo uld be easy to abo lish so il co n­ 
servatio n, to r instance, o r to interrupt lo ng range 
re,so urces develo pment. There is a temptatio n to 
achieve admini.straUo n aim.$ in all fields during 
a feeling o f great public urgency fo r defen.se. 
This is the underlying questio n o f the public un­ 
certainty in advance o f this pro jected austerity 
pro gram . It is no t a Cu.ster’s last stand fo r but­ 
ter, it ia o nly the perio d o f uncertain expectancy 
awaiting fo r the administratio n to define its 
term s.

I have piles o f stuff which 
will interest yo u. Strange that we 
bo ast o f the mo ney we spend o n 
educatio n, grand buildings, equip­ 
ment, etc. but we never ask to 
see the grist which ia co ming fro m 
these machines. 
Recently papers and magazines 
have been pro testing, but will this 
ever wake peo ple in a co untry 
where o nly 17 per cent do much 
reading?

Chinese Girl 
Cracks High 
Jump Mark 
LONDON (iP—With one mighty 
leap in Peiping, a 20-year-old Chi- 
ne.se girl has warned the track 
and field world that 600 million 
Chinese won’t always be also-rans. 
The girl is Cheng Feng Yung 
who Sunday bettered the world’s 
women’s high jump record with a 
leap of 5 feet, 9^4 inches (1.77 
meters). 
The listed world mark is .5 feet, 
9>, inches (L76 meters) set by 
America’s Mildred McDaniel in 
winning the 19.56 Olympic title at 
Melbourne, Tliis height later was 
equalled by Romania’s Yolande 
Balas. 
Miss Cheng’s world record is the 
first ever in track and field by 
Communist China. 
It is also the first by an Asian 
since 1936 when Japan’s Naoto 
Tajima e .tablished a world mark 
in the hop .step and jump. 
Red China Ls just beginning to 
concentrate on track and field. It 
ha.s not yet taken part in Olympic 
competition. Its only appearances 
in world competition have been in 
some of the big meets held in 
Russia or satellite lands. 
But an immense {Wtential is 
there. 
With Soviet help in training the 
Chinese may begin to make 
a mark on the world scene within 
a few years.
